63d Gds Mecs Regt of the 19th Gds Mees Biv stationed in the Nachriehten Ka~ 
seme* This is at variance with the observations by source of paragraph 1, 

Mho should at least have noticed that, in addition to the Flak Kaserne, the 
Oerrenlcrug Kaserne and the Anger Kaserne were partially occupied* There is, 
however, the possibility that the units mentioned above had returned by 2B 
February. 
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
